The library, at that time, was located 
in the area of faculty offices in the Administration 
Building, and Thelma was placed in charge of the Reserve 
Room across the hall, now Dean Harrington's office. 


She and Miss Shipper remained as the only staff even 
during the first year in the new library in 196l. 


Thelma has since witnessed many changes until today the 
library boasts a staff of seven and a learning resource 
center. She is currently classified as Library Technical 
Assistant III and has charge of the circulation desk, 
student aides and acquisition of all print and non-print 
material. 


A member of the W. Va. Library Association and the Keyser 
Presbyterian Church, Thelma enjoys hobbies such as sewing, 
working with dried flower arrangements, and attending 

sports events. She and Tom reside at 1410 Cornell Street.
